The health department has had 
Its corps of sixty field nurses Inves- 
tigating the extended use of the 
self-ruckiug cradles and their etidot 
on Infants, with tbe result that Dr. 
Caroline Hedger and other ofncials 
of the department condemn their 
use and regret that thay ara grow- 
ing In favor with mothers.

According to Dr. Hsdg*>r, "they 
keep rockintf and give the baby a 
good shake- up, eaaaa the baby to be 
eiek with mal do mee (oa a boat it is 
called plain sea sickness), and caus- 
es nervous dlsaasas to take root In 
tha infaat. 

"Physicians for a long time have 
not recommended cradles for in- 
fant Ufce for tbia very reason," as- 
serted First Assistant Health Com- 
missioner Dr. Gottfried Koehler. 
"Tbe best way and tha aafast way 
to raise a baby Is to pnt It to sleep on 
a cot. Mothers should be urged not 
to use cradles for tbe baby at all."

Opeu Campatgn with Bloquait 
SpMCb. 
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Jndce B. C. O'Rear, the Rapubllean 
•tuulldate for Qovemor. op«Md Out 
•ampaita at Bllubothtown, Kj^ on 
Monday, Augtut 14, before an Immenao 
•arowd. whloh saye him the oloeeat at* 
tantlon. He aounded the keynote of 
thla oampalga aa being whether the 
leeple or the Intereata should control 
the State's pollttcB. and then discussed 
the County Unit question, the Bradley 
election and the question of his own 
ToslRnatlon from the Court of Appeals 
per.'ilng his candldary for Governor. 
Tho demonstration In approval of 
JudKP O'Rear's npeerh was gratifying 
to him and his friends. He spoke as 
follows: 

The principal issue In this cam- 
paign Is, Shall Kentucky cleanse the 
politics of the State? Kentucky is 
not exceptional In having the political 
boss, the corrupting lobbyist, and the 
triumph of Intrigue In her legislative 
department Such haa been the lot of 
all the Statea. Kentncky would be 
exceptional If her condition had been 
different from that of the other States. 
But she la not She will be exceptional 
only if she makes no attempt to throw 
off the domination Of the unclean ale- 
merits In polltlca. 

W hen we call for a more popular gov- 
ermiifnt, for rpBtorlriK to the people 
tho niisuBt'd i*inv> rs of Rovernment, it 
la berauae we l)clii-ve that In the peo- 
ple only Is the re<iui8!te virtue and 
strength to rid the polltlca of the State 
ef its alien and demoralizing influ- 
ences. The slogan therefore ahould be, 
Shall the people of Kentucky rule 
Kentucky? And the aim of the cam- 
paign ahould be to produce clean poll- 
tlca In order that we may have cleaner 
and therefore more efflclent govern- 
sent It la mf purpoae to center the 
aampalgn there. 

There never was an Issue In this 
country whether clean or unclean 
politics should prevail. That Is to say, 
when unclean politics did prevail, and 
an attempt was made to purify con- 
ditions, no party ever Jofiied the Issue 
and declared In opimsition that un- 
rlean politics was better for the State 
and sliould consequently be continued. 
Th*' fl^ht h.18 many times been made. 
It has never been made without justifi- 
cation in the conditions. Whether It 
lae succeeded depended always on 
whether the people got their eyes 
open to and kept them upon the actual 
conditions and the real Issue. The 
apposition always denies the exiatence 
•f unclean oonditlona, or if they are so 
•briona as to be beyond denial, then 
the attempt has Inrarlably been to de- 
flect the pablle attention from the real 
rksue; to taitroduoa oollateral or Im- 
msterlal or irreleraht Issues; to at- 
lunpt to drav the public away from 
tfeie main flght, and have the -battle 
pitched on side queationa. In Ken- 
tucky thia year the atter pt has t>een, 
and will continue to be, to withdraw 
the main question from the peoples 
conaideration, and to allure them to 
grounda leaa vulnerable, or presenting 
a better chance for aurcess. The op- 
position in Kentucky will try to have 
yon bellere that something else is of 
more Importance to you than a debate 
ef and the eradication of the evils 
which enthrall, control and bind Ken- 
tadcy to a course damaging to her 
standing abroad and to her growth and 
power at home. 

That the State haa been boss-ridden, 
maehlM'mled and lobby-controlled, 
l» tie publlo detriment and shame, is 
the first question of fact to be settled. 
Tho next question will be the remedy. 
Dominated By Party Machine. 

Four years aRc. fo go no further 
back, it waa asserted, and upon full 
discussion waa found to be true, that 
Kentucky was dominated by a party 
machine. Senator McCreary declared 
■pon the stump In his campaign 
against Governor Beckham for the Sen- 
■torshlp that such was the fact At 
that time Governor Beckham was in 
control for the only time in his admin- 
Mratlon of the machine of his party 
la the Stats. His Auditor, Mr. Hager. 
was nomlaatad hy that machine for 
fioremor, and his Treasurer. Mr. Bos- 
worth, waa likewise nominated for 
Aoditor; be was hlmaelf nominated 
tor Senator; he had but recently sue- 
seeded by It In electing Senator Payn- 
ler and retiring Senator Blackburn. 
Wr. McCreary then believed and said 
that the machine of Governor Deck- 
lam, presided over by hia comiietent 
Irieml, General Haley, his meml/er of 
the Hoard of Control, and his otlfbr 
friend, Mr. Bli Brown, Chairman of 
the Prison Commission, was a menace 
to good government In the State and 
was a corrupting influence. Attorney 
•eneral Hays made the same fight In 
lis race for the nomination against 
Mr. Hager. Both Haya and McCreary 
Iwt In that fight in the party because 
•f the oTemastertng power ef the 
political machine. The laane waa car- 
fled on into the general election. The 
terdict of the people waa "riHty." 
Attorney General Hays then left the 
Btate. Mr. McCreary stayed. Whether 
he thought It waa better to run away 
from the flght, to atay and keep up the 
light or to aurrender, la a matter you 
may feel called upon to decide now, 
Certain it la, he neither left nor kept 
■p the flght. Did the machine go out 
ef erlatenoe? Mr. Ben Johnaon atarted 
out to run for Governor. He found 
the old machine at work. said so. 
He found It toa strong for him. So be 
qnlt Mr. Stgialey, undaunted by the 
lormldabta power of the gigantic steel 
tmst, kMlcad^ in on ths .maehlns. He 
lonnd It too strong for avan his eonr- 
■ge and popalarlty. Jadga Raad looked 
In also. At close quarters It showed 
11m the h&pelessness of a flght sgalnst 
It Mr. Addama, with mora maami bat 
discretion and polttleal 4iseani- 



ment tried it out. Perhaps other 
oauaes made his defeat inevitable, 
without the machine. But Mr. Bd- 
warda for Lieutenant Qovemor and Mr. 
Latfooa for Auditor had ample oppor- 
tunity tor taating ita working quali- 
ties. SMtator Blackburn came back to 
warn hIa party trienda of the preoence 
and power of that machine. He de- 
clared it was here and at work. Ha 
declaimed against Its danger to good 
government It waa on that ground 
that he contested the nomination of 
Mr. McCreary and those elected by his 
machine for places on the State ticket 
The warnings seem to have had the 
contrary effect from that intended. It 
waa hoped to arouse the voters In the 
Democratic party to a sense of party 
peril, as well as danger to the State. 
The voters, however, had found by 
long and bitter experience, that a 
flght against the machine, with the 
machine conducting the election, waa 
a hopelsaa taak. Henoe they atayed 
away from the election. Only about 
thirty par oant of the Oamoerata of 
the State participated In ths primary, 
according to the face of the returns, 
whils If the padding dona In LeaiaTilla 
and the Big Sandy region, not to men- 
tion others, be subtracted, not mora 
than twenty-five per ce|it TOted. 

A party machine it more than a 
name. Its existence can not be deter- 
mined merely upon assertion. It im- 
plies a number of persona in power In 
olfre. State or party ofTlcea, who by 
virtue nf their power and influence 
can control and do control the party's 
action, more or less regardless of the 
will of its voters. A party iiiachine Is 
eaaentlally a body of men wielding of- 
ficial power In the party, and who 
stand together for the coniinon end, 
to-wlt, the perpetuation of those men 
or their friends In office. The State 
Democratic Committee is alleged by 
many Democrats, and believed by 
many othera. to be auch a machine. 
It ia a well-organised body. Ita choice 
for Governor won because he waa its 
tholce. Otherwise he would hsTe done 
precisely as all the others did who 
started to get into the race (except 
Addams). His committee called the 



offering stAid for, and as it has be- 
come common nowadays for the people 
to vote for measures as well as men, 
it Is quite likely they were unwilling 
in this instance to commit themselves 
to any set of men, however eminent In 
character, without knowing also tor 
what they stood besides holding oOoa. 
The failure of a majority of the Demo- 
crats to participate in the committee's 
primary made It eaaler tor the com* 
mlttee to prorlda the result, aa It la 
raaionaMy anrs that all whom the 
eommittea eoald control did partlol- 
pata. 

tm ef*<cy hotly eonteated primary 
elaetloa or convention, unlawful meana 
are used to debauch mich electors as 
are vulnerable by that means. The 
fewer decent people who participate 
makes It easier for the briber to get 
in his work. He has fewer votes to 
overcome in that event That such 
means were used in the late primary 
there are many evidences. How fsr 
that affected the result can not now 
be known. It is pointed out as one of 
the great dangers attending a commit- 
tee primary, arranged, managed, and 
executed in every particular in accord 
with the previous purposes of the 
committee. It la one of the great tefl- 
gars of the machine system. 

Whan the "platform oonTanttdl'* 
was called the committee waa careful 
to protect Ita own tenure in oflkso 
from the people by declaring In the call 
that the committee should not be re- 
organised by the State Conventioh. al- 
though the party law providee to the 
contrary. Without that safeguard in- 
serted In the call by the committee by 
the consent of the Democratic noml- 



If both parties are machine ruled, then 
It would matter little to the average 
voter which prevailed, aa one party ma- 
chine Is as objectionable when In 
power aa the other. Party bosses, 
lobbyists and oorruptlonists are all of 
a kind. 

Urges Hamady To DeprIvs Maahlna ef 
Power. 

If then It be true that Kentucky is 
yet maehlna-rldden in the party that 
claims to be the dominant party here, 
what la the remedy? Surely not to set 
np another machine-ridden party. 
That mlglt ha awappln* tlw flavU for 
a wltoh. Ba* I malntala tt la to ao 
regulate goremment aa that neither 
party can. It It attempta to, prevail by 
a machine. In the past the effort haa 
been— and aWh waa the adrloa of Sen- 
ator Diasllara Mly alz wis l a ago— to 
amaah tla madmia. That la vary good 
as far as It fosa. But there is nothing 
yet to prevent another machtoe's being 
Immediately got together, which would 
be no better than its predecessor. My 
Idea Is, to make the operations of ths 
machine more dlfllcult, and to deprive 
It of the dangerous power urultT the 
law It now uses and abuses. To do 
this, first, I urge the Stat<ywtde. man- 
datory primary election law, held at 
the public expense. In which all can- 
didates must be nominated at the same 
time, the officers of the election being 
public officials, not party appolnteea. 
Let anybody baeoma a cand id ate who

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expensive, one-sided primary at his 
behest, which indicates that there waa 
a previous underatandlng between 
him, certain members of the commit- 
tee and certain other Democrata not 
menibera, but who controlled certain 
members, that auch would be the 
course. The coomilttee. in short, at 
every step of the campaign, beginning 
last December and up to the last meet- 
ing the other day, has acted in perfect 
accord npon a program previoualy 
agreed upon between ita dominant 
membara and Ita aalaetlon tor Oot- 
emor. The only break that wa know 
of was In the Railroad Commissioner's 
race In the Second District That 
break was not In the committee. It 
waa because personal Influencea out- 
side of the committee, and which on 
all other matters were in accord with 
the committee, were not atrong enough 
in that particular instance to cope 
with the demands of the liquor Inter- 
ests, and certain of its allies In the 
lobby, as to that particular race. The 
nominations dealiwd, planned and pre- 
viously agreed upon by that committee 
have been made with an unerring pre- 
cision that shows machine work. It 
may be that the gentlemen so nomi- 
nated were better men than those re- 
jected. A wise machine w'onld not 
choose the weakest men in a close 
State. The fact remains, however, that 
it is a maohine-plcked ticket. 

Nor does It necessarily follow that 
a party machine is composed of cor- 
rupt men. It mfcy he quite the con- 
trary. But It Is also true that such 
an organization is not only easier to 
be reached by designing Interests, or 
unscrupulous politicians, than the 
larger body of the party Is, but it ia ao 
frequently the caae that it la so domi- 
nated that It has become the general 
rule. In truth, such interests can not 
dominate a party otherwise than 
through a machine organization, nor 
do they aver attempt to do so. For 
those reaaons. If not for othera, party 
maehlnea are regarded by the pablle 
with intenae and merited dlatraat 

It la moat unwiae. beeanae uaaafa. 
tor the people to abdicate thair sh- 
preme control in favor of any laaaqr 
body within a party. It InsTtUbl^ 
leads to abuse of power, aihd affbrda 
the surest avenue for the entrance Into 
I>olltlcal i>ower of the baneful Infiu- 
ences so familiar in modern times, the 
special law-protected Interests, which 
thrive upon the public becauae of un- 
due preferences given or allowed them 
by law. 

Msjorlty ef Democrats Had No Voles 
In Party Ticket 

It in certain that a maiorlty of the 
Democrats of Kentucky did not even 
participate in making the present 
ttcket It la not therefore, their act 
and deed. Aalde from the fee* of ma- 
chine domination, which seems to 
hare been well AHiadad, the Democrats 
were not givan an opportunity of know- 
ing balorahaad what the candltfalm 



neee agree In advance to continue In 
power over the Democrats of the State 
a committee which is a veritable po- 
litical machlna, in spite of the party 
law to the contraryi acd in spite of 
any desire on the part of the Demo- 
crats to change their committee. The 
platform is yet in doubt So is the 
fate of the SUte ticket But not so the 
Democratic machine. It has wisely 
provided for Its own security and per- 
petuity, regardless of the popular will. 
But that Is the way of party machines, 
The point I make is, the Democratic 
party Is under the domination of a 
party machine, which 'It haa BOt a 
chance to rid Itself of. 

(VRear Choke of the People. 
Now let ua look at the other aide. 
Ton will easily recall my campaign for 
the nomination. It waa dlatinetly a 
call to the people. A majority of the 
Republican SUte Conunlttee waa op- 
pcMsed to me. I never attended a meet- 
ing of the committee before the nomi- 
nation. 

The Republican State officials, with 
one exception, were all either opposing 
my nomination, or were so concerned 
In their own as to be somewhat indif- 
ferent as to me. It Is supposed the 
Governor did not desire my nomina- 
tion. Naturally and not Improperly 
he favored his Lieutenant Governor. 
The Lieutenant Governor was himself 
a candidate for the nomination. The 
Secretary of State managed his cam- 
paign. The Attorney General man- 
aged the campaUp of another one of 
my opponenta. Th» Superintendent of 
Public lastraatlon anppovtad aaerget- 
Ically .hia kinsman and eonnty-man. 
Mr. Cos. Hie Treaaarer, Aoditor and 
Commissioaer of Agrlenltvra were 
each candidatea betora tie con- 
vention, and whatever their personal 
preferences, were properly most con- 
cerned In their own races, and whether 
so or not, disclaim any part In the 
final actions of the convention In pro- 
curing the nomination of the present 
Republican ticket That left support- 
ing me alone but one State official, the 
Clerk of the Court of Appeals. 

A pmm Federal officeholders, the 
SenMor was neutral, so far as I know. 
There are five (Collectors of Internal 
Revenue In Kentucky. Two supported 
one of my opponents; one the other, 
one supported me. and one waa neu- 
tral. The two United Statea Marahala' 
offices opposed me; so did the Pension 
Agent for Kentucky. The Sorfeyor of 
the Port at Louisville and the United 
Statea District Attorney at Louisville 
supported me. The postmasters, with 
two or three exceptions. In the First 
and Second Districts, where they were 
also County Chairmen (a bad policy 
as well aa unlawful) were nearly aolid 
ly against mo. In other districts that 
aupport waa fairly well divided among 
the three candidates for Governor. So 
you see that even If there was a ma 
chine in the Republican party, it did 
not prevail In this Instance. My nomi- 
nation was most distinctly made by 
the people In the country, in conven 
tlons in which were gathered more 
than fifty per cent of the voters in the 
party. The remainder of the ticket 
.was nominated by the delegates to the 
convention, some 2,400 men, not dl 
rected by any Interest save the public 
Interest, and not controlled by the man- 
date of any man or set of men. The 
purpose of certain partisan newspapers 
to show that the convention was boss 
ridden, though silly In the light of the 
facts, is aimed to distract attention 
from the true conditions in their own 
party. In one sentence they say that 
Senator Bradley controlled the con 
vention; in another they say that 1 
controlled It and routed Bradley 
Both statementa are untrue. But what- 
ever may he unbluahlngly miaetated, 
none haa yet ariaen to aay that any 
special intereat or any lobby, or any 
corruptlonlat dominated the Repuh 
II can Convention, or had the slightest 
control over it That is one point the 
people have gained. Nor did I use a 
dollar for corruption purposes; nor 
was a dollar used In that way on my 
behalf, so far as I know; nor did any 
Interest contribute a penny to my cam- 
paign expenses. If ever there was a 
convention which was made up by the 
people and executed their commands 
to the letter, both in ticket and plat 
form, It was the last Republican State 
Convention. If there are soraa amonif 
the Repuftllcana, they are not on the 
people, but on the politicians alona 
whoss personal ambltlona ware diaap- 
pointed, or thoae tied by stronger 
bonda than party unity to some pet 
Interest which has a grleranoe at the 
action of the oonTentton. in that It 
was "^n over." 

J say thia much, not In personal Jus- 
tlflcatlon or pride, but becauae It ia a 
partlasftt imtalry of the vateva. For, 



candidates' traveling bills and adver 
tlsing. Prohibit the gathering of those 
bip fiinds that are so necoflsary and de- 
lectable to the "committee." Thus 
your machine would be shorn of its 
power for evil, and there would be no 
more machines calling for "smash- 
Ings." This, you will recall, is one of 
the planks of our platform, and one 
In the platform on which I went before 
the peoide and beeanae o< it tan part 
was aeleeted by them. 

A machine can not ran without 
greasing. That la tme of political aa 
well as other maehlnea. The Inhrleant 
of the political machine is a "campaign 
fund." That ia the committee's 
power In final analysis. As it is most 
frequently operated against the people. 
It has no chance of getting Us funds 
from that source. Special interests, or 
party apirolntees In office, are then the 
sources of the supply. Take up the lat- 
ter flrst. In Kentucky we have not a 
civil service protection for the appoint- 
ive oflMala. They are at the mercy of 
their superiors in office. The body hav- 
ing the most places at its disposal Is 
the Prison Commission. It Is now 
elected by the Legislature In Joint ses- 
sion. It must get Its votes there. 
Hence that Oemmlaaion ooncema Itaelf 
mainly with aeeing that ita trienda are 
elected to the Leglalatare. In order to 
elect Its friends It most have the 
means, local committees snd campaign 
fund. These are supplied partl^ by 
the appointees, the prison guards, who 
are not only "assessed" unmerc' fully, 
but must see to it that local commit- 
tees are "right." The Prison Commis- 
sion having such intimate relatlona 
with the Legislature, by reciprocity 
methods, are also sought by other "In- 
terests" as "representatives" before 
that body or its committees. Whether 
the Commissioners receive personal 
pay. or contributions to the "cam- 
paign fond." is all one to the public. 
Tha iystem fosters the machine idea, 
and III fact haa been ao employed In 
KsBtueky. The penal lastltntleBa et 
ths Stato are tleraby made iat* a pa- 
luteal aaaat and managed aeeardlagly- 
I prt^Mae to make these hoarda hi- 
partlaan — one party acting as a kind 
of check to the political manipulations 
of the other, and preventing a ss ass 
ment of appointees, hoping to abolish 
that feature entirely; then let them be 
appointed by the Governor. They 
would no longer have either the power 
or the incentive to meddle in electing 
friendly Legislatures or tampering 
with that body after Its election. My 
proposal Is to take that Ck>mmiB8lon 
out of politics, by making It non-pollt- 
Ical aa tar as possible, and removing 
both the opportunity and meana for 
Its becoming a professional lobby at 
the Capital. That la one way to 
"smash a machine." by withholding Its 
lubricant Ton will find a plank to 
that effect in our platform. 
Special Intereets Need Attention. 
Special Interests have been much dis- 
cussed of Iste. We are learning more 
and more about their enda and ways 
They are of the tribe who would reap 
where they have not aown; who want 
special Immunities or favors which 
their competitors do not share. They 
are essentially monopoliata, In that 
they want to enjoy conditions from 
which others are excluded. This they 
can do In this country only in one of 
two ways — either have legislation 
favorable to them, or have the laws 
executed partially in their behalf. The 
former Is much preferred by them, 
therefore they are most active about 
the halls of legislation everywhere— 
In Kentucky, New York, Ohio. West 
Virginia, Missouri, Illinois, Colorado, 
Clallfomla, and at Washington. Those 
plying in Kentucky are such as either 
waaA a kind of monopoly in buying 
from ua, or In selling to as, or In ex- 
ploiting resources fduhd here. The 
taws against monopoly are undergoing 
constructlvr and testing era. Ken- 
tucky must take a hand — should do so, 
in order not only to protect her own 
people, but the country at large. 
These interests employ agents at every 
State capital, charged to look after all 
legislation, and If It Is found to bear 
ever so remotely upon the business of 
that interest the order is. "Kill it"— no 
matter what the public good demands. 
Another has a similar representation. 
And so on They combine their in- 
tluenss and means because it ia not 
only more effective, but cheaper for 
eacL It la both dangerooa and ex- 
penslva to undertake to oontrol the 
majority of a Lagialature atler ita 
eleeUon. The better way. they think. 
Is to sleet It, and It will then dp from 
a sense of gratitude what It could not 
be bribed to do. "Party" la the great 
word In such affairs. Men will do for 
the party what they would not do for 
tha Itata. So tt the party eommlttee 



says that such and such an Interest 
contributed to "our" campaign fund, 
and must be dealt lightly with, ths ar- 
gument is effective upon many mem- 
bers. The "intoreat" gets lu protec- 
tion. It pays In party contributions. 
The#e ia no other earthly reason why 
they oontrihnto to eampalgft tonda. It 
la tor tmmonity. And they moat gen- 
eraUy get what they pay tor. or they 
whold haTS quit paying. Only very 
rich concerns oonld stand such ex- 
penss. They of course ezpsot to and 
do get their money back off the peo- 
ple whoee representatlvss they have 
led to betray their trusts. ThttS it has 
been that the great ^terests have 
nown so enormously li this country. 
They are Democrats where the Legis- 
lature is Democratic, and Republicans 
where It Is Republican. Their agents 
are known as lobbyists. They are 
partisan, bl-partlsan and omni-partlsan. 
They are always genial, kindly, oour- 
teous and eormpt They are eonalng 
and quiet They Iqaa noise, and light 
and the oonfnaloa «t pablle diaouaalon. 
Their ways are turtive, fhelr Influence 
staistor. thair power eerrodiag. If 
these gentry iheold be eartaUad in 
their aetlTltlaa two raaolta may be ex- 
pected—one. the assnpaign tand, so 
dear and ao neeaaaary to the main- 
taaaaee of a party maehlaa, la eat off: 
and the other, the people's repreaeiita- 
tiTsa In the Legislature woald he un- 
trammeled by the Influence of that 
body In enacting laws. My notion is 
to abolish the professional lobby. They 
bring disgrace sooner or later — aa wit- 
neas Ohio snd IlUnola; they bring in- 
evitably corruption; they retard pub- 
lic buaineaa; they deflle our atatutes. 
When you smash the lobby you will 
have swatted the mother of party ma-

I The buainesa of the professional lob 
byiat is to either procure legislation 
which his employer wants enough to 
pay well for It, or to defeat general 
I legislation in behalf of the pablto when 
I tt tends to eurtail his lawleaa opera- 
tlona. The lobbylat works for hire— 
worka alwaya agalnat the public, and 
always for interests conspiring to 
filch the public. His concern is only in 
his pay. But his employer's concern 
is much larger. Henoe he and bis em- 
ployer flght together against any one 
or any party proposing to put them 
on the same footing with the rest of 
the public. To be sure they do not 
maintain that a profesalonal lobbyist 
Is a good thing; they do not care to 
discuss that iasue. They prefer that 
It be not discussed No more do they 
desire the merits and demerits of their 
particular business methods dlscuseed. 
But they know these matters will be 
discussed unless public attention Is 
distracted by something else. Henoe 
they, and all who serve them and all 
whom In tnm they serve poliUoally. 
unite in a damor to drown dlaenariOBa 
of the main Issna. Palae lasues muat 
he raised inatead. The iwople muat 
be fooled — and enough additional 
bought to outnumber thoae who listen 
think and act according to clear judg 
ment You need not be surprised 
therefore la this campaign to hear me 
most bitterly arraigned for all kinds of 
Imaginary or trumpod-up things. Per- 
aonal abuse Is an old-fashioned weapon 
that haa done much service In the past 
In obscuring real Issues. In the ab- 
sence of any real matter for complaint, 
they will Invent, lie slander, and de- 
stroy. Do not think that th% Interest 
which deliberately plana to plnadar a 
whole people weald atop at aay kind of 
Injury to him wle daraa got in the 
way. It haa alriikbr befni| In deadly 
eamsat Ton might look to sse who 
n is that speaks In behalf of these lo- 
tereste. They employ talent, where It 
Is for hire, alwaya In preference to 
stupidity. They do not always pay In 
monety. Office ia both a good and valu- 
able consideration In such transar- 
tiona Then by making their attack 
under the name of a great polttleal 
party they can get for nothing the aerv- 
Ices of the bigoted class of partisans— 
inelnding nswspapera of that elasa 
small man blinded by party fnry and 
eoasamed by small hatrada. Soeh are 
their methoda, and K ia thU flght 
which ia now on in eameat before the 
people of Kentucky. 

•Ml M^IWr Intereete 6i- Conetltutlen 
. Prevail r 
There are a number of auch intareats 
back of this flght agalnat our ticket 
m Kentucky this year. I will from 
time to time speak of them and their 
methods In detail. Today I will men 
tlon one only. That is the liquor inter- 
est Its concern la grreat It la one of 
the oldest, boldest and most auccessful 
truats — or rather, two trusts— In the 
country. The public has not concerned 
Itself much with the commercial fea- 
tures of those trusts, because It was 
out concerned much whether the price 
of drinks was high or low. The con- 
dition Is wholly unlike that presented 
by manufacturers of other eommodl- 
ties. Henoe the whisky trust and the 
beer truat have gone along unmolested 
and uninvestigated In so far as they 
are simply trusts. The public has 
dealt more with the question of regu- 
lating the retail business, as a matter 
of policing, rather than with Its com- 
mercial feature. Among the expedi- 
tnts resorted to by the pTibllc Is that 
of prohibiting the sale by retail at all 
In certain localities, as In sparsely- 
settled rural communities. In the 
neighborhood of churches, schools, etc. 
Kentucky undertook In the beginning 
of the discussion to regulate, not only 
where and how, but whether liquors 
should be sold by retell In particular 
sections. In 1891 the people adopted a 
new constitution. Among Ite subjects 
was that of the retail liquor traffic. It 
providee that each county, city. town, 
precinct and taxing district shall have 
the right to legislate for Itself npon 
the subject whether such sales shall 
be allowed within tboee units. The 
county Is named as one of the units. 
The Legislature Is required by the con- 
stitution to provide by law for taking 
the sense of the voters of each of the 
units. The Legislatnve haa failed and 
refused for twenty years to carry that 
provision Into effect as to counties hav- 
ing a town larger than the fifth class, 
ao ss to maks It the ooatrolling unit 
la prohihIUng the aale of Uqaor. The 
oonstitutlon, made tar the people and 
adopted by them aa tMr prat^on 
sgalnst even the Leglg|at«ra, aad all 
manner of oppression, provides a kind 
of Initiative and referendum on the 
subject of liquor traffic. It was left to 
the Lictslature to provide the details 
only of sarrylng tha praiiaion Into 
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*>.s It :

an defled. How and wbyT The 
liquor Intereste. particularly the brew- 
ers, have prevented \g TR»y have pre- 
vented it by means of their activity In 
politics in Kentucky— In both parties 
maybe, in the Democratic party par- 
tloularly, by which they have con- 
trolled the Leglslaturs. They are as- 
sessed In every State and legislative 
eampaiga tor political purposes, and 
they pay. In return they get Immun- 
ity as against the conatltution. They 
pnCat. la os^tHhate to the election of 
SiBta tMMilara (there are fewer of 
tham). than at ItepraaentatlTea, and 
laatty to tla State executive oflloers. 
They ana determiaad M wlaltrer ooat 
that th^ aeetton of tie eoaatitatioa of 
Kentucky (Section <1) shall not he 
carried into effect by legislation. In 
iplte of campaign after campaign In 
which that issue haa been presehted In 
electing Leglslaturea, and In spite of 
emphatic majorltlee pledged to the 
county unit and the constitution, the 
Lsglslature' has not acted The liquor 
Intereste have defeated It — to the 
shame of Kentucky — have controlled 
the Legislature for twenty years, and 
that agalnat tfte oonstitutlon and the 
people. A Dower auch as that Is dan- 
geroua. Wall may polltielana tremble 
at Ite menace, and certain big newa- 
papers danea to Ite music. A pewsr 
that la to be feared Is a powsr alao to 
be courted by thoae who fear It oaore 
than they dare It 

Let us clear sway flrat aema eeatoa* 
Ing and misleading statements of thoae 
who are today op-nly fighting the 
battlea of the liquor Intereats In this 
campaign They charge that State- 
wide prohibition la the tasue. That Is 
not true. It Is not even proposed by 
our party aa an issue, end could not 
be adopted except by an amendment 
to the constitution. Everybody known 
that no such amendment la propoaed. 

Nor ia tt the leaaa whether a man 
should be anewed to driak It he 
wants to. 

It Is not St Issue whether sobriety 

or total abstinence shall he forced on 
people as a legal Instead of moril 

status. 

The whole Issue la whether the con- 
stitution shall prevail on thia auhject. 
Whether as to the retail liquor busi- 
ness the oeaatltotioB shall be a flaad 

letter. 

Whether prohibition is wise or un- 
wise as a policy, whether partial or 
total prohibition should prevail, are 
uttorly bsalds ths question. For how- 
trer oas may think as to thoae thinp. 
the qoaatioB still eoaaea bask. What 
Shan be doaa with tla oaaatltntloaf 
Is It tolerable that any Intereat may 
have tile oonstltatlon nulllfled aa to It 
because the constitution is not thought 
to be wIseT If so then the Intereste 
which are monopollea could maintain 
that Section 198 of the constitution 
against monopolies be Ignored for their 
benefit Indeed, whenever It is con- 
ceded that any exact, mandatory pro- 
vision of the constitution may be ig- 
nored by any department or business 
intereet, because it is lmiK>lltlc, or oth- 
erwlse, the Constitution ce a s e s to have 
a Tahte aa aa InatruaMat of pre taat lea 
for tla people, ie plaia a paaforttloa 
aeed aot be dlaeoasad. It mmtt 
•traage that anyoaf eeold be tomaA to 
aerioaaty dlapote It 

The Uqaor boaiaaaa la aow a lawfol 
business where allowed by law to exist. 
Ite intereste are therefore to be treated 
in Kentucky under the constitution aa 
lawful. It is not to be treated differ- 
ently, only ao far as the law recog- 
nises or creates tho difference. The 
liquor business Is not a natural right- 
It is a ereated right— eo all the courte 
declare. The doctrine Is anlrersal. It 
is the one business that Is rsgulated 
by law under every government In tha 
werid. Ite legal statna la ao well 
settled In that reapeet that it li ereA 
aaoepted without farther eeateot by 
the liquor people. It ia alee tros that 
Qia^y people engaged In that buylaMf 
desire to conduct it strictly within the 
law. It Is a pity they do not control 
the business. So many In the business 
refuse to live under the law, defy it, 
break it and corrupt Ite enactment 
that the whole business, as it were, is 
treated In the public mind aa being 
guilty of these Infractions. In simple 
justice to the law-abiding memhera 
thla statement Is made. T%e iaaeeeat 
memhera of ths buslnsas ars tins sub- 
Jeeted to a double danger; of being 
•uhjfoted to haraher regulation be- 
cauae of tie rebellioaansss of their fel- 
lows; or, having their business ou^ 
lawed as the only meana of curbing the 
lawleasnoss of the majority In It. In- 
stead of flghtlng society, they might 
better flght the lawless element In 
their own calling. But the menace of 
that lawless element is ao Imminent 
and real that aociety must protect it- 
self. In this State we are committed 
to regulation — not extermination. 
Regulation includes, under the consti- 
tution, the right to deny the prlTil 
In given communities. The peopL 
have deliberately rsaarred to them- 
selves the right to say la what, com- 
munities the extreme or modified regu- 
latigpa akall apply. The fight against 
the t>eople aad the constitution has as- 
•iumed the position by the liquor inter- 
este of not only defying the constitu- 
tion, but of corrupting the politics of 
the Steto In order that the defiance 
may be effective. Not only Is the 
majesty of the law flaunted, but the 
very meana of government are d^ 
bauched that this interest may flourish 
In spite of the right or lawful regu- 
lation. The condition is intolerable. 
The means are unbearable. Thb exert- 
ed {wwer of the liquor business In poli- 
tics threatens to overthrow the State 
govemmenfr-nat by arms. It Is true; 
but worse, by oormpUon. A sub- 
jugated people may regain liberty; a 
eornipted people are hopeless. 

We. as a party, are pledged to the 
redemption of the constitution on this 
•ubjeet. Henoe we are being fought by 
the liquor business, and by their spon- 
ters and advocates, with all the bitter- 
ness, intolerance and venality of a bad 
!»use driven to desperation. 

Our position is this, and this alone: 
Shall the constitution prevail T Shall 
the corrupting lobh; maintained by the 
Growers and certeln whiskey intereste 
M eoBipeiled to take ite dirty haada 6W 
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ihe people's Leglslaturp? In thlB there 
Is no ground for comii'f'iiiise, no jjlttce 
for temporizing. The Ikjuor lobby Uj 
the bellwether of the whole flook of 
profeBslonal lobbyists at Frankfort. It 
meddles In all sorts of legislation. It 
dominates the comni!ttp<' on "morels 
and religion," aa well as the other im* 
gortant committeet In the , legislative 
|o4iea. It and its aUtes have thwarted 
All manner of legislation: they use 
their power of blocking legislation to 
trade for Totee on their special sub- 
jects. They are the most blatant and 
dangerous enemies Of the State, and 
yet they are in control of the legisla- 
tion of the State. 

* OonstitutJon arKf ttqHor Question. 
You wUI iMre obserrad that I hate 
apparently aaiumed In this dlaoiuMion 
that the oonatitotloa requires that the 
oouttty shall at some time be the oon- 
trolling unit In voting out the sale of 
llQVor by retail. It would not be fair 
4febate to make any such assumption 
1( it were really an oi>en Question. I 
do not think It Is open. However, cer- 
^ tain learned newspaper men have 
taken the opposite position. They 
deny that such Is the meanInK of the 
constitution. Certain lawyers contrib- 
uting to their columns sustain their 
views by expert opinions on the sub- 
Jset They assert, and will (I take it) 
Attempt, to maintain that Section CI of 
the constitution means that the prs- 
cinct must bt the oootroUlDg aalt 
whichever way it may vots on ths qofls* 
tioiL, These papers have gone so far 
as to impute to me dishonesty in as- 
suming the ttti^ode I have taken In 
stating the meaning of the constitu- 
tion. They say my declaration Is 
fraudulent, and the construction false. 
1 will not handy epithets They are 
neither evidenrp nor arRUOient. Con- 
ceding to niy iiilverBarles even honesty 
of purpose and a desire to state the 
Question In Its true aspect. I must 
nevertheless maintain my declared 
construction of the constitution — a con- 
struction which has also been charao- 
terised as dogmatic My own opinion, 
in view of my interest in my own can* 
didacy, might be taken by ths pablie 
with allowanee, howswr leod my op- 
portunity tor having formed an so- 
carats opinion .on the subject Ths 
eonstfaetJon which I assert to be the 
correct one Is. It Is true, ray opinion 
aa a man and a lawyer. It Is shared, 
I know, by many others more capable 
as constitutional lawyem. Still, that 
• would leave the questlou an open one 
for dls^':usslon, if that were all. The 
opinion shall from time to time be 
more fully elaborated In these debates, 
so that the public may have the am- 
plest opportunity for welching It on its 
ipsrlts. But today I go no- further 
than to say that tbo oongtmetlon tor 
whiflb I oontsnd Is tho oonctruetlon 
plaood on ths ssetlon by tho Omrt ol 
Appsnls of Ksntuoky — ths suprsoM 
iiAldal tribunal of thU State— that 
tribunal to which Is oonflded by the 
constitution and laws of the State the 
flnal, conclusive derision of such ques- 
tions. The derision was given In a 
case — In a number of rases. In fart — 
in whirh the question was 8<iiiare!y 
k and necessarily presented for deter- 
mination, and which the Court waa 
bound to settle. It was settled after 
elaborate argument before the Court 
by able lawyers, who bad carefully and 
fully studls^ it, and who prssented 
every one of the argnmrats against 
ths conclusion reached which our ad- 
versaries are now p r esenting. Tho 
court waa composed of seven members, 
one of wbom at least was a member of 
the con^ontlon which framed the con- 
stitution. The opinion appears as the 
unanimous judgment of the court. If 
there is now a dispute as to what that 
provision of the constitution means, to 
what source must the public look for 
enlightenment? To Interested parties? 
To politicians having a race at stake? 
To newspapers seeking a polltlral 
Issue, or serving the obJ«ctlDg lUiuor 
tradot Or to that court which you 
havs sotablished for the settlement for 
jrou «( Just Mch oontrovoralssr I will 
not ■ntntoiln that ths eonrti nro tnfni* 
libit, svon In tkeir soaetrMtlon of 
laws; nor that thorsnftor tho publlo 
nay not rtfuM to aoospt thsir opinlona 
M eoneluslve when further legislation 
tl proposed. But I do maintain that 
•0 long as the opinion of the court 
stands, it Is the law of the land, and is 
sufllclent justification for any man's 
assumption that that construction of 
the constitution Is the rorrect and 
legal construction If the , political 
representatives of the Democratic 
party assembled to write a platform 
Cor this campaign, inspired by oertain 
poworful newspapers, desire to attack 
ths court's c<Nistruetlon of tho oonsti* 
tutlon; If thsy dare kppsnl from tho 
Court of Appeals to party voters, put- 
ting the question of party expediency 
flrtt, that is thsIr privile«e, to bo 
sure. In that event, I will feel called 
upon, and will undertake, to defend 
the court's construction as the legal 
construction, as the logical construc- 
tion, and ns the best policy for the 
State to adopt, even If the constitution 
were silent on that point But the 
liquor Interests will not abide the de- 
cision of the question adversely to 
themselves, no matter who decides it 
If the Lsgislature so declares the 2ft w, 
it Is attadtsd as unconstitutional. If 
ths ooun^B sustain the legislation, the 
courts are denounced and ths members 
midt|Md.: ° tt >the executive offlcers un- 
dertiks to onforce the laws thus en- 
art ed and construed, these interests 
defy the oflloers, violate the law, and 
seek to debauch justice. Then they un- 
blushlngly assert that the law La Im- 
politic because It can not be enforced. 
Then they attempt to appeal from the 
lyeglslature, from the constitution, and 
from the courts, by packing political 
committees, manipulating conventions, 
and finally by corruption, by a hired 
press, by the boycott, to sleet ft body 
of mftgistrfttes who will enact ftnd con- 
strue ths laws as they dsmand. It is 
this Interest reckless of moans and 
Indifferent of all save Its own sscend- 
ancy, which has controlled the politics 
and legislation of Kentucky for more 
than a quarter of a century, and which 
Is now proposing to continue that dom- 
ination, which is leading as well as 
backing the fight against our ticket 
It may not matter so much to the peo< 
f pie of Kentucky, sslde from the means 
of selection, whether a set of men call 
Ing themselves Democrats, or another 
set calling themselves Republicans, be 
In . possession for a term of the St&ts 
oflioas.

KllUclftBs; becftuss it perveru legls 
;ion; beettlse It Is destroying popu- 
lar government In this State. 

To be sure, this is not the only ques- 
tion Involved In this campaign. A 
number of others, equally important 
are presented by our platform of poll- 
( K B They will each be discussed in 
order hereafter, each making a sep 
^.^..e iuuit«i. lou will be readily able 
to summarise them all in one sentenoe, 
as containing one signlflceut, elemental 
principle, which is, the enlargement 01 
the pso|>ls's powsr in thsir goysili- 
msnt 

At tho Tsiy thrsshold of any policy 
for Improving condition^ In the State 
is ths prime cause for those conditions 
—ths oorruptlonist In politics. Uhless 
he can bs removed from his position 
of advantage all our other efforts will 
be in vain. Otherwise, legislatlou of 
a remedial nature Is impdssible. Many 
Important provisions of your consti- 
tution have lain dormant for these 
twenty years because of his presence 
and porniclous influence. Entrenched 
in power, accustomed to its successful 
sway, backed by unlimited means, a 
political strategist and a public enemy, 
be will fight bitterly every effort to dis- 
lodge him. His Utility to party bosses 
U so sassntlal that thsy wiU be his 
aUlss in ths (If ht They know fuU well 
that party platforms, public speschss 
of candidates, even party and personal 
pledges, are impotent If they can main- 
tain their position of vantage. Clean 
legislation can not flow from a pol- 
luted source. Remove the pollution 
from the fountains of political power, 
and all other reforms are iiossible. 
But not otherwise. 

Whether Kentucky will undertake 
that kind of cleaning up is the ques 
lion. Whether you will follow the 
course of New Jersey and California- 
ridden by political bosses and made to 
serve powerful monopolistic Interests 
—or whsthsr you will allow n oontinu- 
anof of thoao eondltlOBS, is thfe sn- 
prssM matter.

That portion of JudRp E. C. O'Rear's 
opening speech at Kll/alic; htown which 
dealt with Senator Hradloy'e election 
and with the queutlon of his own reslg- 
natlou from the Court of Aiipeals while 
making the race for Governor on thS 
Republican ticket Is as follows: 

Notwithstanding our platform was 
adopted morel^ian a month ago, and 
that Its provisions -were in the main 
set forth in the announcement ot my 
candidacy tour montha ago, n<^ op« 
Journal or sysaksr of tho opposition 
hfts BSsaWsd any ono of thooo plsnks 
fts. unsound or undostmblo, savo the 
county unit plunk. Truo, cortnin gen- 
tlemen asirirtng to nomination on the 
Domocratle ticket took a fling at the 
proposed platform, but as they were 
dofsated In their own party it would 
seem that their orlttdstUS WSN not 
well received. 

This silence of the Democratic press 
and speakers, Including nominees, is 
significant. Bspeclaly is this true 
when it is viewed In the light of the 
treatment by that pre.sg of our ticket. 
You have observed that all their de- 
nunciation has been direc'ed at me 
personally. The effort is to destroy 
the public's confidence in me; to make 
It appear that I am untrustworthy and 
insincere. I can not believe this is 
because of any personal m»levoient 
feeling toward me; that I of all lun 
In the Republican party In Kentucky 
who have been nominated for this 
high ofBce am so woefully deficient in 
character and so dangerous in tenden- 
cy. The true reason appears to me to 
be tflnt as our platform Is Invulnera- 
ble, Is an advanced pre.'tentation of 
live subjects in keeping with the pub- 
lic good and the popular demand, It is 
necessary, in order to destroy our 
chances of winning, that the ticket bf 
discredited. And as I made my can- 
vass before the Republicans upon

In 
that, my learning as a lawyer was not 
more Important than my character as 
a man. Tot none of these papers have 
thought that I was unfitted to serve 
I you In that high and important office. 
I This tardy assault now Indicates not 
only that it Is without foundation in 
I truth, but Is Insincere, and rested 
I alone upon a slnlsler purpose. Col- 
lateral Issues must be Introduced to 
I carry out the plan of the opposition, 
and the public must l)e deceived by 
them so as to distract attention from 
the true Issues. Hence tiie Interpola- 
tion of Immaterinl is.stio.s, I do not 
mean to l.nply that my own sincerity 
and uprightness as a man and as a 
public official are immaterial, but that 
the efforts resorted to so far to estab- 
lish that fact are. Of these, the two 
most harped on by the press are my 
allusion to Senator Bradley's title and 
my failure to now resign my ofllce as 
Judge, pnding the campnign. 

Of the first. 1 have this much to 
say: Ifj^ tndnlng and habit ot mind 
ere to presume every man innocent 
of crime- until at least there Is some 
substantial evidence to the contrary. 
That is not only the course of law, 
but is the only decent way of treat- 
ment of the matter. It has become a 
common practice In this country to ac- 
cuse the highest public officials of the 
basest criminal purposes without any 
evidence and without any fuudation 
In fact We need not stop now to In- 
quire why this is 8o; it is enough that 
it is a fact Yet those of us who un- 
dertake to make public and responsi- 
ble statements on the subject oui^t st 
loast be free from that national weak- 
ness. I begin, therefore, with the pre 
sumption that this high official, repre 
senting Kentucky In the flenate of the 
United SUtes. U as guiltless of crime 
in procuring his o|Bce as his distin- 
guished colleague or any other mem- 
ber. This presumption should stand 
until there is contrary evidence. That 
he was elected by receiving the votes 
of four Democratic members of the 
Kentucky Legislature, in addition to 
All the Republican members, is well 
known. There has been no suggestion 
that the support of any one of the Re- 
publican members wss procured by 
corruption. It Is only as to the Demo- 
cratic votes that this accusation Is 
now hinted at. I have no knowledge 
whatever that any of them waa cor- 
rupted, nor have I ever heard of an 
lota of evidence to sustain the Intlms- 
tion. On the contrary, I had suppdsed 
that those members who voted tor Mr. 
Bradley did so In order to defeat Mr. 
Beckham, and that they flnally voted 
for Mr. Brftdley tor that purpose alone. 
It win be remembered that Mr. Beck 
ham and Mr. MeCreary had Just made 
a race in the Democratic primary for 
the nomination for United States Sen 
ator. Beekham pitched his campaign 
on the question of putting the liquor 
trade out of politics In Kentucky. He 
had, as Governor, advocated a county 
unit law, and had procured a partial 
one to be passed. He had deeply of- 
fended the liquor interests In Ken- 
tucky by that fact, and had Incurred 
their bitter enmity. They opposed 
him solidly, with their money and 
votes, supporting McCreary. But 
Beckham was declared the nomine'^. 
The liquor interests, true to their r>- 
Icy of accepting nothing as settled 
that was not settled their way, kep- 
np the fight In the Legisl»ture. Their 
chief organ then, as now. the Ck>urier 
Journal, editoriallr advised the Dema 
cratic members to bolt Mr. Beckham's 
nomination; counseled his defeat as a 
fitting puD'ihment for his so-called 
party perfidy In abandoning the liquor 
people during his administration. I 
supposed that the Courier- Journal wa.; 
actuated by no worse motive than re- 
venge upoi. an adversary whom " 
could not defiftt nor control in the 



party. I did not suspect it was cor- 
rupted by having been bribed. Those 
Democratic members who bolted Mr. 
Beckham were of the same stripe as 
, the Coi'rler-Journal — Vere, in fact. Ifv 
ing exp(jii«jiit.-i of Its pnlitical teacli 
Ings. They of all the rcmocrat s in 
the Legislature cxcinplifiKl exactly 
the Courier-.Iournal's poliiical attimde 
which was to (l(?leat Beckham, and 
thereby further the liquor traJe'a In- 
terest.'i. That may have been bad poli- 
tics, or bad taste, but It was not per 
se corrupt. Among those who boiled 
Mr. Beckham were, besides the four 
that afterwards s;ii)ported Mr. Brad 
ley, Mr. William F. Klair, of Lexing 
ton, and Mr. L. W. Amett of Coving- 
ton. They were both elected on the 
same ticket that had been nominated 
with Mr. Beckham, and were elected 
as Democrats. They supported Mr. 
Beokhftm .for ftwhile. but flnftUy bolt- 
ed Uke the others, and ooutlnued 
thereafter to vote against him, as did 
the others. Ail of these bolting mem- 
bers voted for about a month for some 
other Democrats than Mr. Beckham. 
None of them began by voting for Mr 
Bradley. Some voted fcr Mr. Ollie 
James, Mr. Henry Watterson, J. J. C 
Mayo, Colonel John R. Allen and Sen 
ator McCresry. I inferred from the 
course of ^hese gentlemen, shifting 
their votes -rom one to another, that 
their real purpose was to defeat Beck- 
ham, and that they were casting about 
for some ont upon whom enough coulc 
unite to accomplish the result without 
electing a Republican. There seems 
to be no doubt that if those supporting 
Beckham had gone over to the insur- 
gents led by Mr. Klalr and Senator 
McNutt, any Democrat whom the lat- 
ter were supporting could have been 
elected. After some weeks of futile 
balloting, Mr. Bradley says he notified 
the insurgents that unless they voted 
for him the next day he would resign 
his caucus nomination, thereby al' 
solving the Republican members fron- 
further supporting him, in whicli 
event he predicted enough Republican? 
would vote for Mr. Beckham to elec 
him. In spite of the insurgent Demo 
crats. Under this threat four of the 
Bcven Insurgents voted for Mr. Brad- 
ley the next day, and he was thereby 
elected. Two of the other Insurgents. 
Klalr and Amett, continued to vote 
against Mr. Beckham, but did not vote 
for Mr. Bradley. In a speech delivered 
at FYankfort at a consolation banquet 
tendeoed him by his friends a few days 
later, Mr. Beckham declared that all 
seven of the Insurgents were equally 
guilty for his defeat, and that all sev- 
en had voled against him at the behest 
of the lienor Interests. It Is true be 
intimated that some of them (perhaps 
all of them) had been corrupted to 
do 90, but did not state any fact show 
ing it to be 80. I understand that thr 
Franklin Circuit Court, while the Lec 
islature was still in session, charged 
Its grand Jury to Investigate thosf 
charges of corruption, and that It did 
so, reporting that it could find no evi 
dence upon which to base an indict- 
ment. The Judge of that court Is an 
official of integrity and the personal 
friend and appointee of Qovernor 
Beckham. The Commonwealth's Attor- 
ney Is a man of great ability and in* 
tegrlty. I felt assured they had done 
their full duty. I assumed the Investi- 
gation was energetic and earnest 1 
have never beard anjrthlng to the coi^ 
trary. Two years later another Lcgis 
lature was elected. Both branches o' 
it were Democratic. It did not.otrei 
to further Investigate the alleged cor- 
ruption of Its predecessor. That it 
had the power to do so Is not douli.ed 
The party press, after the first burst 
of disappointment following Governor 
Beckham's defeat, was silent on the 
subject. Later the Democrats of Cov- 
ington nominated Mr. L. W. Arnett 
for State Senator and elected him 
That was equivalent, I take It, to hi? 
vindication by his party. This sum- 
mer the Democrats of the Second 
Railroad Commissioner's District have 
nominated Mr. W. P. Klalr for Rail- 
road Commissioner on the same ticket 
with Mr. McCreary. I took thl* to 
mean his vindication by his party ol 
the Imputation of corruption. 

Among those voted for by some of 
the Insurgent Democrats was Senator 
MoCreary, then a Democratic United 
States Senator at Washington. Mr. 
McCreary, though called upon by 
party friends and some of the party 
press to repudiate such votes (as Mr. 
Ollle James did), failed to do so, there- 
by leaving the Inference that he was 
willing to receive them, and others 
like them. Of the four insurgents who 
flnally voted for Bradley, three of them 
were the first to vote for Senator Mc- 
Creary when they began balloting— 
McNutt. Charlton and UUard. Were 
the men who voted for Mr. McCreary 
corrupted to do so? I have not thought 
so. On the contrary, my deduction has 
been that they were animated by the 
sole purpoee to defeat Beckham. Was 
it a worse crime morally fbr them to 
bolt and vote for MeCreary than to 
bolt and vote for Bradley? Certainly, 
according to political ethics It was a 
less offense for Bradley to receive 
such votes than it was for Mr. Mc- 
Creary to have received them. As tho 
latter did not feel called upon to re- 
pudiate them, the former was not. 
Mr. MoCreary'B silorce then and ever 
since on this subject allows the infer 
ence that he did not regard the bolt 
as having been purchased or other- 
wise corrupted. To sum the matter 
up: The Courier-jJoumal, self-consti- 
tuted and recognised leader of the 
Democratic party in Kentucky, openly 
advocated the bolt against Beckham. 
Messrs. Klair and Amett participated 
In it to the last; they were held by 
Mr. Beckham to be equally guilty with 
the others; the liquor intereets were 
bitterly fighting Beckham's election 
out of revenge — not beoftuse his elec- 
tion to the United States Senate could 
materially affect tbelr business in 
Kentucky; many Democrats. Including 
Mr. McCreary, were voted for persist- 
ently by the Insurgents for weeks in 
the sole effort to defeat Beckham. The 
Legislature of 1910 failed to invest! 
gate the so-called corruption of the 
insurgents; the grand Jury of Frank- 
lin County Judicially exonerated them 
the Democrats of Covington have bv 
their action placed their seal of ap- 
proval on the bolt and on Its supposed 
motive (the retirement of Beckham) : 
so have the Democrats of the Second 
Railroad Commissioner's District, cor- 
prising one-third of the State. No fac* 
'las ever yet been stated to the pub- 
Ite which would be accepted In any 



tribunal ftf evtdbfiee, showing or tend- 
ing to show that Bradley or anybody 
else bribed any vote for him. In view 
I of these facts, was I not warranted In 
i btutiiig that there l.s r.o taint on th..-; 

man's title as a Senau^r from Ken 
j tucky? By taint it Is understood the 
j use of corrupt means, such as brlLcr.v. 

in obtaining his title. Now I want , i 
I go one step further and say tha; i. 
those who would accuse upon meio 
suspicion and condemn by Innuendo 
have any knowledge of corruption in 
that election, they should stale it, and 
produce the evidence; they should put 
up or shut up. If they have such evi- 
dence, if Mr. Bradley was guilty of 
having obtained his elehtion by brib- 
ing any member of the Legislature, o- 
If thd bribing was done by the liquor 
interests in his behalf, then bis title 
would be tainted. 

I do not agree with Senators Brad- 
ley and Paynter on their vote in the 
Lorlmer case. They are both able 
lawyers, and I have no doubt acted 
upon their oaths and consciences In 
voting for Lorlmer to retain his seat. 
I differ from them on the law of that 
matter. If the evidence shows any 
member voting for a United States 
Senator was bribed to d9 so, and there 
Is other evi 'ence as to bribery as to 
others, then the title of that Senator 
was tainted, although the one vote 
did not alone make his election possi- 
ble, and he ^onld have been expelled. 
I bitterly oppose corruption In elec- 
tions, and am In Iftvor of making it 
useless to the cormptors by depriving 
them of Its fruits. I draw no distlnc- 
tlon in fftvor of party. All cormption- 
Ists look alike to me. 

If my critics mean to hold that what 
would be ft virtuous or permissible 
course for Mr. McCreary would be a 
corrupt one for Mr. Bradley, then I 
dissent from their view. If the two 
acting precisely alike, are to be heb' 
to different standards of moral and po 
lltlcal ethics, then It must be submit 
ted to the p«-ople whether that Is elth 
er logical or Just. The only poin. 
here at issue Ik my sincerity. Is my 
sincerity to be tested by a differep' 
standard from that applied to othe: 
people? Have I not the right, and do 
I not rest under the duty, to employ 
the commonly accepted standards of 
Judging? If I was mistaken as to the 
nature of Senator Bradley's title. I 
was led Into the inlstake by the course 
of the press. Legislature, grand Jury 
and party netloB of Demoerats as> 
stated. I was not nt Itftnktort for 
two or three weeks before Senator 
Bradley's election, nor for two week^ 
ftfter. I was then absent In Florida 
on a vacation. I had no "personal 
knowledge of the affair. My Inferences 
were drawn from the proceedingF 
which I have Just described. 

As to my resignation: In this I airi 
not being treated by that part of the 
Democratic press which Is criticizing 
me as it has treated Democrats. The 
objection Is made that I am holding 
one office and running for another. 
Let us look at the usual course of 
such things.^ and be governed accord- 
ingly. There are four Democratic 
members of the Court of Appeals who 
were elected while holding other of- 
flcee, none having resigned their for- 
mer oflloes before their election to the 
latter. They, were Justly not criti- 
cised fbr their course. Senator Payn- 
ter, while a member of the Court of 
Appeals, having about five years of 
his term unexpired became a candl 
date for U. S. Senator. He was nom 
Inated and elected, and did not resign 
as Judge until about five months after 
his election. He was not criticized 
for that. Mayor Head, of Louisville, 
and Judge Reed, of Paducah, the lat- 
ter a Circuit Judge and a gentleman 
of delicate sense of honor and unblem- 
ished reputation, became candidates 
for Governor. Neither resigned, nor 
was it suggested that they should. Mr. 
Johnson, a member of (Congress, be 
csme a candiate fbr (}ovemor. He did 
not resign. Mr. Ollle James, a member 
of Congress, ts now nominated for U. 
S. Senator, and is running for that of- 
fice. He has not rsslgned* ftad no 
newspaper has suggested that he 
should. 

I hftve notioed but two lastftnees 
where nominees tor higher oflees re- 
signed the ones they held when nom- 
Inated, In order to prosecute their can- 
vasses free from the Imputation of 
greediness Implied in the criticism I 
am noticing. One was Judge Robert 
RIddell, who. while Circuit Judge, was 
nominated for Judge of the Court of 
Appeals He resigned. He was also 
defeated. The other was Judge Alton 
B. Parker, of the Court of Appeals of 
New York, nominated for President 
He resigned as Judge, and was like 
wise defcAted for President. The ma- 
jority of precedent Is not to resign 
It bIbo appears to be unlucky. Besidea 
the criticism in this instance does not 
strike me as being sincere. My distin- 
guished opponent ftlso holds an office 
of power and dignity, perhaps of some 
proat slso at times, which he is neith- 
er requested nor expected to resign. 
This election will terminate my career 
OS a Judge of the Court of Appeals of 
Kentucky. You need have no fear of 
that. The only question Is who should 
appoint my successor until the people 
can elect one. The court will not con- 
vene again until the latter part of 
September. It Is now up with Its 
docket. My absence for five or six 
weeks will ji' t Interfere with the pul>- 
llc's buslnes.'* before the court. The 
only Imposition Involved will be that 
of a little more labor for that time on 
my colleagues, who, I am happy to be- 
lieve, would not In the least begrudge 
aie that usual and simple courtesy. 

In the allusions I have made to my 
distinguished opponent, no criticism 
fs Intended. His long publlo career If 
fsmlllar to all Kentuckians, and 1 
would say nothing to disparage what- 
ever merit he has displayed, or to de- 
tract from bis standing as a partv 
man. I h^ve Intended only to staf 
the conditions which have prevailed In 
Kentucky for some years past, of a po- 
litical aspect. During these debater 
much more will necessarily be said 
as illustrating these conditions, 
.stand for changing them for the bet- 
ter. What ^9 stands for can best be 
determlnei Vom his own utterances 
and condm" I purpose pitching the 
campaign, s- far as I am concerned, 
on the higbe"- grounds. You shall be 
told the trut*- as to pertinent tftcts af- 
fecting the ' tuatlon, and the reason- 
ing employe'^' will be such. I trust, a 
wm sppeal the high standards of 
ntelligsnce und patrtotlsm.
